Humphrey have returned from Lawrence 
Fulton county, where they have been en 
gaged since Monday in the argument o 
two cases of exceptional interest involv 
ing the right of members of I. O. 0. F 
lodges to seek in civil courts a remed; 
for the denial of sick benefits of the 
lodge. The cases were those of James 
Hunter vs. Fulton lodge, No. 51, of Lewis 
town, and Samuel Langstaff vs. Olivi 
Branch lodge, No. 15, of Canton. 
Both 


oases went off on demurrer and were dis- 
missed by plaintiffs after long and ex 
hauFtive arguments on both sides. 
The 


court held that the members of a secret 
society, by the mere fact of their mem 
bership, become subject to the constitu 
tion, by-laws, rules and all enactments o 
the society, and of the giand bodies to 
which it is subordinate; that the rule o 
such lodge requiring the members to sub 
rait their claims for benefits to the tribune 
of the order is a reasonable rule, anc 
when members have submitted their 
claims, and the lodge in good faith has 
passed on and rejected them, they cannol 
afterward sue in the civil courts, but the 
finding of the tribunal is final,"

A Glais Telephone. 


Mr. Jerome Prince, of Milford, has 


lately been granted a patent on a new 
telephone of his own invention. His in- 
vention consists in the transmission of 
sound by the vibration of glass. The 
new telephone consists of a diaphragm 
or transmitter of simple glass, resting on 
a number of glass rods, and these com- 
municating •» itli an ordinary wire. The 
line in operation at Milford extends 
from a grocery on Main street to the res- 
idence of one of the proprietors, a dis- 
tance perhaps of some thirty rods, pass- 
ing some five or six sharp angles before 
reaching its destination. Over this wire 
tho ticking of a watch can be distinctly 
heard, and a whispered conversation 
carried on with no difficulty whatever. 


The distance that sound can be trans- 


mitted with the new telephone varies 
according to the thickness of the glass 
transmitter. The one in consideration 
allows a whispered conversation three 
miles, and by using a thicker glass a 
much longer distance. It makes no dif- 
ference how many angles the wire takes 
in reaching its destination, the .sound is 
transmitted just as readily. Another 
peculiarity of the invention is the in- 
creased intensity of the bound that is 
transmitted. Eadi vibration seems, to 
gather strength and forte horn the ™- 
brations behind it, and when the sound 
reaches the ear of the auditor it is won- 
derfully clear and distinct. The trans- 
mission of these sounds without the aid 
of electricity would seem to be depend- 
ent upon principles not hitherto well 
understood.—Boston Herald.

California RaisJus. 


California is beginning to outstiip 


Spain in the production of raisins. Con- 
sul Marston, of Malaga, indeed, makes 
the significant statement that the Span- 
ish vinedressers who have suffered of 
late years ftom the phylloxera have re- 
placed vines that have been destroyed 
by American stock. In 1882 the crop 
of raisins produced in Malaga reached 
1,900,000 boxes, of which there were 
shipped to the United States nearly 
1,000,000 boxes. Since that time ship- 
ments to the United States have been 
gradually but steadily decreasing. 
In 


1888, when the total production amount- 
ed to about 700,000 boxes, only 112,000 
were exported to this country. Mr. 
Marston adds that many Spaniards pre- 
dict that the vintage of 1889 will reduce 
still further the purchases made for ex- 
portation to tho United States, and that 
in a few years Malaga raisins will be re- 
placed even for consumption in Spain by 
those produced 
in California.—Brad-
